RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated February 27, 2003 (Paper No. 6) and to 
facilitate search purposes, Applicants elect a chemiluminescent compound represented by 
formula (1) of Claim 12, wherein: 
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X is O, S, Se or Te; 

two of R 1 , R 2 and R 3 are independently a dimethylamino- or diethylamino- 
substituted or unsubstituted aryl group; 

and the other R 1 , R 2 or R 3 is a hydrogen or unsubstituted alkyl group. 
The election is made without traverse. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that all the pending claims, 1 - 1 3, are 
generic to various species of chemiluminescent compounds. Accordingly, Applicants submit 
that Claims 1-13 read on the above elected representative chemiluminescent compound.
